“ At Riazan the Bolkhofsky regiment 
mutinied on June 19. The men sur- 


rounded the Officers’ Club and fired 
wpon it. Several officers were killed. 
Panic prevails at Riazan. A pogrom is 
expected. The Jews are fleeing.” 

I have received no further details. 


This is possibly due to the interception | 


of news from Riazan. The foregoing 
information was probably brought to 
Moscow by rail. 

Alarming reports are in circulation 
about disaffection among the Guards, 
including the Semenofsky regiment and 
the Hussars. Several newspapers have 
been confiscated for publishing them. 
The Kronstadt garrison and warships 
are being transfered elsewhere. 

The Ministry of the Interior is said 
to have received disquieting news re- 
garding the agrarian situation in the 
Southern and Central provinces. The 
unrest among the workmen is appar- 
ently bound to result in a general 
strike. 

The Ministers all wish to resign, but 
the Emperor has not yet decided to let 
them go. The situation therefore re- 
mains alarming. 

The Bourse again declined to-day, 
imperial 5s being quoted at 86, One 
large bank sold nearly all its holdings.

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TAFT VS. BRYAN IN 1908. 


| Roosevelt Tells His Idea of the Men 
| Who Will Be Nominated.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The corre- 
spondent of The St. Louis Republic, in a 
dispatch to that newspaper to-day, sald: 

‘‘ President Roosevelt told callers at the 
White House to-day and yesterday that, 
| in his opinion, William Jennings Bryan 
— be the Democratic nominee for Presi- 
|dent in 1908, and that the only man the 
Republicans can put up against him suc- 
cessfully is Willlam H. Taft, the present 
| Secretary of War. 

“The President, it is known, has defi- 
nitely broached the matter of Taft as 
| Presidential timber to Senator Dick of Ohio 
| with the evident purpose of organizing 
Ohio in Mr, Taft’s interest. Senator Dick 
is the head of the Ohio organization, and, 
it said, has not encouraged the Presi- 


dent’s advances. 

“The new tack of the President has 
stirred up intense interest in Washing- 
ton, as it had been expected that Mr. Taft 
would go on the Supreme bench in the 
Fall, when Justice Brown will retire, 
though this shift has never been more 
than tentatively decided upon. Mr. Taft 
has not said positively that he will take 
the proffer of the judicial place. 

“The President’s talk can mean only

Eighteen Democrats Vote with 
Republicans for the Bill, 


PLAN TO RAISE ALL SALARIES 


Congress Is Likely to Make a General 
Advance to Federal Officers 
Next Session. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The House 
to-day passed the Watson bill, appropriat- 
ing $25,000 for the traveling expenses of 
the President and his guests, by a vote 
of 176 to 68. This action is taken In many 
quarters to have a significance that has 
not yet been openly expressed. 

The House vote was along party lines, 
although eighteen Democrats supported 
the bill. This evening, when the Sundrv 
Civil Appropriation bill was under consid- 
eration in the Senate, the item making 
this appropriation, which had been re- 
stored by the committee after having been 
ruled out in the House on a point of order 
raised by John Sharp Williams, was again 
attacked by a Democrat, Senator Mc- 
Laurin, on the same point, that it was 
new legislation. Senator Allison defended 
| it, and the Vice President overruled the 
| point. Thereupon Money appealed from 
the decision, and the matter went over 
till to-morrow, when it is expected that 
a party vote will sustain the Vice Presi- 
dent. 

There has been considerable comment to 
the effect that this appropriation for the 
President’s traveling expenses is the first 
move in the long-delayed general increase 
of salaries which will take in Senators 
and Representatives as well ag the Presi- 
dent before it is completed. 

It is a curious fact that, although the 
Democrats voted against this appropria- 
tion for the President, on the ground that 
it was practically a violation of the Con- 
stitution, being in substance an increase 
of salary effective during an Adminis- 
tration, nearly all the talk in favor of in- 
creasing salaries in the House at this ses- 
sion has come from the Democratic side. 
Several of the Southern members have 
been especially forceful in their argu- 
ments for such an increase. The Repub- 
licans have kept still, but have been do- 
ing some thinking on their own hook. 
Now they have seen their chance and 
have taken it. 

It has been predicted by several observ- 
ers to-night that at the next session, after 
the elections, there will be a move for a 
general increase, to take effect at a time 
sufficiently long postponed to cover all 
salary-grabbing objections. 

The Watson bill was called up in the 
House under suspension of the rules by 
Mr. Tawney, Chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

Mr. Underwood of Alabama asked if the 
appropriation was for the present Presi- 
dent or for future Presidents. Mr. Tawney 
replied that the alm was to make it per- 
manent law. 

Mr. James of Kentucky wanted to know 
what official duty carried the President 
abroad. “Isn’t it true thas there is no 
official duty requiring him to leave the 
capital?”’ he asked. 

Mr. Tawney said he could easily con- 
ceive how, as Commander in Chief of the 
army and navy, the President might be 
called upon at any moment to travel. 

Mr. Underwood called attention to the 
clause in the Constitution providing that 
the President “‘ shall at stated times re- 
ceive for his services a compensation 
which shall neither be increased nor di- 
minished during the period for which he 
shall have been elected, and he shall not 
receive within that period any other emol- 
ument from the United States or any of 
them.”” He said there were some adyan- 
tages to the country growing out of the 
President’s trips, ‘‘ but the utterance of 
;a President of the United States has a 
; world’s audience, no matter where he 
makes it, and it is just as effective made 
in the City of Washington ag in San 
Francisco or Chicago.” 

This statement brought Mr. Cockran of 
New York to the support of the bill, saye 
ing he was not willing to make a partisan 
matter out of the measure. 

“The point I wanted to submit,” he 
said, “‘ is this: That in the operation of our 
constitu(ional system the President has 
become a great leader of public thought 
and public opinion, quite as much es a 
mere executive of the laws, and if the cir- 
culation of the President throughout the 
country adds practically in the direction 
of improved legislation, giving effective 
direction to public opinion, whether that 
be not an expense that ought legitimately 
to be borne out of the Public Treasury.” 

In concluding, Mr. Cockran said: ‘I 
hold it as a very auspicious sign that this 
suggestion comes from the majority of 
this House. For many years the Demo- 
cratic Party had advocated certain poli- 
cies, but some way or other it has failed 
to get them incorporated into our political 
system. [Laughter.] 

** However, within the last two or three 
years a new force has developed, giving 
by the country from Republican sources 
a wonderfully efficient enactment of 
Democratic ideas. By circulating through- 
out this country and placing before its 
people certain views upon public ques- 
tions, a public opinion was developed 
| which had already been placed on a Dem- 


ocratic platform, and now practically 
within our laws, and almost inevitably 
within the course of the next few years 
will make the balance of the Democratic 
idea the dominant feature or our legisla- 
tion. 
‘Now, I would much prefer that this 
j had been accom plished by the Democrats.

Carried to the Hospital 4 in the Machine 
Which Ran Her Down. 


While on her way to attend services at 
the Church of the Sacred Heart, on Fifty- 
first Street, between Ninth and Tenth Av- 
enues, shortly before 8 o'clock last night, 
Mrs. Kate Buckfelder, 62 years old, of 
731 Eleventh Avenue, was run over by an 
automobile at Tenth Avenue and Fifty- 
first Street, and was so seriously injured 
that she died while being taken to Roose- 
velt Hospital in the machine that ran 
her down. The woman's identity was not 
known until two hours after the accident, 
when the body was identified by her hus- 
band. 

The automobile was being driven south- 
ward on Tenth Avenue by Bert Smalling, : 
manager of automobiles for the Hurd 
Realty Company. Smalling says he was 
running the machine at a slow rate of 
speed and thought that Mrs. Buckfelder 
was safely out of the way. One of the 
lamps on the front end of the automobile 
struck her and knocked her down fn such 
a way that she fell under one of the for- 
ward wheels, which passed over her. 

Smalling left the automobile after the 
accident, frightened by the menacing 
crowd that gathered. He sought safety 
in a nearby drugstore, where he was 
found by Policemen O’Rourke and Bayer 
of the West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Station, after they had lifted Mrs. Burk- 
felder from under the machine. Smalling, 
accompanied by the two patrolmen, put 
on full speed and carried the dying wo- 
man to the hospital. Smalling was ar- 
rested and locked up in the West Forty- 
sevonth Street Station. 


PAULINE HALL’S LEG BROKEN. 


Singer Thrown from Her Carriage In 
a Runaway Near Yonkers. 


Miss Pauline Hall, the comic opera star, 
had her leg broken and. was badly bruised 
in a runaway accident last evening. Her 
sister, Miss A. Hall, was also bruised, 
but her daughter, Pauline J. Hall, and a 
girl friend escaped injury by jumping. 

Miss Hall is the owner of a team of 
Shetland ponies. With her sister, daugh- 
ter, and a companion of the latter she 
drove to Yonkers yesterday afternoon, and 
started to go back to their home at Caryl.

Conferences with leaders since have in- 
dicated a marked change in the views of 
many, and he deems it only fair not to 
interfere with these leaders. 

Mr. Guffey had heretofore declared 
that fusion could be accepted by the 
Democratic State Convention only with 
a Democrat at the head of the ticket. 
He says ho is still of the same mind, 
but wants to avoid strife in the party. 


MAYOR SUES FOR LIBEL. 


New Rochelle’s Executive Says He

SULLIVAN PREPARES TO QUIT. 


Will Resign from Congress to Run for 
State Senate. 


Congressman Timothy D. Sullivan went 
to Washington yesterday to prepare his 
resignation! as a member of the House, 
which he will send to the Governor and 
Speaker Cannon. Mr. Sullivan’s resigna- 
tlon was required under the law, as he 
will be a candidate for the State Senate 
this, Fall, and the Constitution provides 
that no person shall be eligible to the 
Legislature who, at the time of his elec- 
tion, is, or within 100 days previous there- 
to, has been a member of Congress. 

It has been decided to return Senator 
Fitzgerald to the Senate. Fitzgerald was 
one of the Gas Senators, and it was large- 
ly due to him that the 80-cent bill failed 
of enactment in 1905, As late as last May 
it was understood that Sullivan was to 
take Fitzgerald's seat. Now the deter- 
mination to send Fitzgerald back to the 


Senate retires Senator Daniel Riordan, 
whose place will be taken by Sullivan. 
Riordan was confident that he would be 
returned up to the close of the last ses- 
sion.

UNTIL PROVED INVALID 


The Appellate Division Stands 
for the Consumer, 


SAYS HE NEED NOT PAY $1 


And If He Pays 80 Cents the Company 
Can’t Shut Off the Service 
—Two Dissent. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision yester- 
day against the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany in two cases. The court holds 
in effect that the company ust 
not _shut off the gas from any con- 
sumer who tenders the 80-cent rate 
fixed by the last session of the Legisla- 
ture. Justice Laughlin wrote the opinion. 
Presiding Justice O’Brien and Justice Pat- 
terson concurred. Dissenting opinions 
were written by Justice MoLaughlin and 
Houghton. 

In the first case Jacob Richman was 
the plaintiff. When an injunction to re- 
strain the gas company from shutting off 
the gas after he had tendered the eighty- 
cent rate was denied he appealed, and 
Justice Leventritt’s order was reversed. 
In the other case, which was heard after 
Judge Lacombe rendered his restraining 
order against the State authorities, Alex- 
ander R, Grossman, the plaintiff, obtained 
an injunction from Judge Leventritt on 
the same state of facts. This was ap- 
pealed by the company. The Appellate 
Division in that case affirms the order. 

In the first case Justice Leventritt re- 
fused the injunction because, he said, the 
Federal Court had taken jurisdiction. 
When Judge Lacombe’s order was handed 
down and he said that his court had not 
assumed complete jurisdiction, Justice 
Leventritt granted a rehearing on the 
Grossman case and issued an injynction 
restraining the gas company from inter- 
fering with the service where the eighty- 
cent rate was tendered. 

Justice Laughlin’s decision {gs in direct 
contradiction to Judge Lacombe’s inter- 
pretation, although he says that by the 
Federal Court's order persons who wish to 
keep on paying the dollar rate will be 
fully protected. He says that a law must 
be presumed to be valid until It is ad- 
judged unconstitutional. On this point 
he says: 

“It is a general rule of law that, until 
a judicial determination upon a final 
hearing, a statute is presumed to be valid? 
and, although its enforcement may be 
temporarily enjoined, its operation can- 
not be suspended. Thé practical effect 
of the rule is that, until the statute is 
adjudged to be unconstitutional by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, the legal 
rate which consumers are required to pay, 
and upon payment of which they are en- 
titled to a continuation of the service, is 
that prescribed by the last enactment of 
the Legislature pending the decision of 
the question as to the constitutionality 
of the statute. Therefor the company 
should not be permitted to coerce the con- 
sumers into paying the old rate.” 

The Justice says that the company may 
at any time have recourse to the courts, 
if injustice is done in this matter, and if, 
after a@ judicial investigation, its com- 
plaint should be sustained, it would be 
the duty of the court to declare the law 
unconstitutional and void. In this case, 
he says, both the Legislature and the 
State Commission appear to have acted 
with due deliberation and after careful 
investigation of the essential facts. 

The company declared, he says, that the 
eighty-cent rate would admit of a profit 
of only 144 per cent., while the commission 
declared it would admit of a profit of 8 


per cent. It is manifest, says the Judge, 

that thig question of fact, upon wh ch 
validity of the law depends, can only be 
determined by a court upon the merits, 
and in the meantime there is no ground 
for assuming that the law is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Going into the details of the Federal or- 
der, Justice Laughlin says it must be ob- 
served that no consumer of gas, except 
the City of New York, is made a party 
to the Federal suit, and, as the city does 
not represent the ‘private consumer and 
cannot appear for them in litigation, any 
screeene on against the city cannot be 
held as applying to the private consumer. 
He says that there i¢ no intention in Jus- 
tice Lacombe’s order of enjoining the 
private consumer from his remedy at law. 

In his dissenting opinion Justice Mc- 
Lau hlin says: 

t is a somewhat alarming proposi- 
tion that a legislative body can simply 
by its own fiat arbitrarily fix the price 
at which the owner of a product must sell 
it, and it is equally so that a court will 
refuse to the owner of the product tne 
right to sell it at the price at which he 
had heretofore sold it, pending a judicial 
Cotecemnetion as to tho valiaity of the 

slative act, when éufficlent money is

Justice Houghton, also dissenting, says 
he does not think that the State courts 
have been ousted by the Federal courts 
from jurisdiction, but he thinks that no 
extraordinary remedy in the form of a 
temporary !n. injunction should be granted.

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MEAT BILL CHANGES 
DEMANDED IN SENATE 


Dates on the Canned Goods and 
Cost on the Packers. 


CAUSTIC SPEECH BY LODGE 


| Proctor and Beveridge Also Criticise 
the House Bill—A Fight in 
Conference Expectea

WASHINGTON, June #.—The meat 


inspection bill was called up in the Senate 
to-day, and immediately developed in« 
sistent opposition to two of the provisions 
on which the President yielded to the 
House—that putting the cost on the Gov~ 
ernment and that permitting the labels 
on canned goods to be undated. 

It was expected that the Senate con- 
ferrees would be appointed at once, but 


after Senators Proctor, Chairman of the 
Committee on Agriculture; Lodge, and 
Beveridge had made speeches, all on the 
same order, the bill went over, and there 
will be more talk to-morrow, after which 
the conferrees will be named. They will 
probably be Senators Proctor and Hans- 
brough, Republicans, and Money, Demo- 
erat. The first meeting with the House 
conferrees will be held on Saturday. 

Much interest was manifested on the 
House side in the Senate opposition to 
the new bill, but the general impression 
seemed to be that the House will stand 
firm for {ts bill, Considering the decided 
emphasis of the House vote, which was 
within one of being unanimous, and the 
difficulty had in reaching the agreement 
with the President on the bill as passed, 
there is no likelihood that the House con- 
ferrees will budge from their position, at 
least without further explicit instructiong 
from the Houso. 


Telegrams Inspired, Says Proctor, 


When Senator Proctor called up the bill 
he said he wanted to hear some discus- 
sion of the measure so as to get the 
sense of the Senate on it. He then de- 
clared himself in favor of compelling the 
packers to pay the cost of the new in- 
spection, and requiring them to date the 
inspection labels. He argred that the 
fee charged on each animal slaughtered 
would be too smull for the packers to 
divide it up, so as to make !t fall on the 
producer, and that similarly they could 
not take it out of the consumer. It would 
be taken out of the advertising account. 

“It will be worth $10,000,000 a year to 
the packers to have the inspection. Its 
advertising value will be tremendous. 
The maple sugar makers of Vermont 
would pay handsomely for a Government 
certificate that the contents of their cans 
was genuine maple syrup. This legisla- 
tion is of just as much benefit to the 
‘packers as to the consumers, and there 
is no earthly excuse for asking the Gov- 
ernment to pay for work done almost 
wholly for the benefit of the packers.”’ 

Senator Proctor had a big bunch of 
telegrams on his desk. and referring 
to them he declared that they came in 
fuct from the packers, although they pur- 
ported to come from individual meat con- 
sumers or cattle raisers. He said the en- 
tire bunch could be easily separated into 
three, and that all of them followed one 
ef three forms used, showing that they 
had been inspired. As a further proof of 
this, he said that a large part of them 
all made the same grammatical error. 

As to dating the labels, Senator Proc: 
tor said he doubted the assertion made 
before the House Committee during the 
hearings that meat in tins kept for years 
just’ as well as for days. He was for 
giving the consumer the benefit of the 
doubt. 


Beveridge’s Two Objections. 


Senator Beveridge followed much the 
same line as Senator Proctor. The cost 
of the inspection, he said, would not be 
more than 6 cents a head, and it was 
absurd to say that the packers could col- 
lect such a sum from the producers, He 
figured the cost of a prime steer to be 
about $40, and demanded to be shown 
how 6 cents could be split up into in- 
finitesimal fractions so as to be allotted 
per pound on the weight of such a steer, 
all animals being purchased by weight, 

Then he referred to the debate of the 
other day in the British House of Com- 
mons when the Government was ques- 
tloned as to whether it required the cans 
of meat for the army to be dated, and 
| replied that the date was stamped in the 
inside of the can. 

“Certainly we should be as solicitous 
for our people as the British are for 
their soldiers,”” he declared. 

“These two propositions rise to the 

dignity of a principle,” he went on. “ The 
principle as to the date is that when 4 
man pays his money for anything he is 
entitled to know what he !s getting. It 
has been shown to the House Committee, 
and Mr. Wilson, the representative of 
| the packers, admitted it, that when labels 
| have become old and faded, or have 
| been rubbed or worn off, they are fresh- 
fened up, soaked off, and replaced with 
new ones. That is a fraud, nothing else, 
and the Government certainly ought 
not to countenance such a transaction. 
The only argument for not dating the 
i jJabel that I have heard in tatking with 4 
large number of men is that the grocers 
or other purchasers from packers will be 
the ones to suffer, being left with a 
considerable immovable stock. That ar- 
gument will not stand much investiga- 
tion. The packers and retailers would 
very soon adjust themselves to the new 
conditions, and it might easily develop 
that the grocers would purchase canned 
goods with the condition that all not 
sold by a certain date should be returned 
to the packers and exchanged for fresh 
stock. At any rate, the grocers can be 
depended upon to buy in such quantities 
jas will guard them against loss,’ 


Lodge Demands Dates on Labels. 


| Senator Lodge began by saying that the 
j Bill having been perfected by the House 
jand accepted by the President, it might 
seem audacious to suggest that the Sen- 
ate still had to pass upon It. 

| “The packers say that canned articles 
| of food are just as good five years after 
they are canned as they were at the mo- 
ment of packing,” he continued. “If they 
like them that way let them eat them, 
Nobody objects. If their contention is 





true it cannot hurt the business of these 
tender creatures to have the fact known. 
People will be just as ready to buy their 
excellent five-year-old cans as those only 
five months old. The Government must 
not be made a party to a fraud, and when 
it puts its stamp on an article the date 
must go with it. It does not seem to me 
that the refusal to allow the date to go 
on indicates any overwhelming honesty 
of rpose on the part of the packers. 
“Now as to the payment of the tax, it 
is a trifle and it ought to be borne by 
those who @re pecuniarily benefited by 
it. I do not agree that the producer and 
consumer would not feel it. 
a trifling advance which would amount 


to a fraction of a cent a pound develop in | 
the hands of the Chicago packers into a} 


reduction of severa! dollars on a steer, 
and by the time it reached the consumer 
it was 20 or 25 cents on enough meat for 
an ordinary meal. They wouid find in a 
mill a pound on a steer a reason to ad-

It revealed to me a con- 
dition of mind which may be character- 
ized as eminently dangerous to the Re- 
public. Heaping up money in this way, 
regardless of law, regardless of the em- 
ploves, rdless of the public health, 
openiy defving iblic opinion, so far 
I know never ing one thing to make 
one corner of the earth a little better or a 
little happier for their presence in it, 1s 
a@ sorry picture. 

“Men of that sort who cherish 
beliefs should be made by Congress and 
the State Legislatures to live within the 
law.

means of protection, and the Federal 
Council would whether emer- 
gency measures were necessary pending 
the application of the law.

At the 
Bialystok railroad station a rioter seized 
a five-year-old girl by the throat and 
held her at arm's length until she was 
strangled to death. 


LONDON, June 21.—The correspondent 
at Vilna of The Jewish World asserts 
that in replying to a Jewish deputation 
which visited him before the Bialystok 
outbreak, the Governor of Grodno said 
he thought a little blood-letting would be 
useful, adding: a 

“That was the case in June, 1905. 
Only forty Jews were killed, but we had 
peace for six months afterward.” 

The Jewish ,Chronicle says it has re- 
celved a telegram from Bialystok an- 
nouncing that the murderer of Chief of 
Folice Berkatchoff, who was shot and 
killed here May 30, was a former police- 
man. The Jews had previously been ac- 
cused of the crime. 


APPEAL FOR OPPRESSED JEWS. 


Messrs. Montefiore and Zangwill Is- 
sue It in London. 


LONDON, June 21.—Mr. Montefiore, 
President of the Zionist Federation, and 
Israel Zangwill, President of the Jewish 
Territorial Organization, publish a joint 
appeal through the newspapers this morn- 
ing to the prominent Jews of Great Brit- 
ain and the United States on behalf of 
the oppressed Russian Jews. 

They remark that the United States 
Senate’s adoption of the bill to further 
restrict Immigration threatens to close 
even this land of refuge without open- 
ing another, and say that therefore it is 
more than ever urgent to find permanent 
means of grappling with the Jewish ques- 
tion and have a future abiding place for 
the oppressed Jews of the world. 


NEW YORK JEWS LAMENT. 


Dr, Silverman Asks That the Op- 
pressed Find Refuge Here. 


A mass meeting of Jews was held at 
the Beth Hammeddrosch Hagadal Syna- 
gogue, 58 Norfolk Street, last night to 
lament over the death of the Jews at 


Bialystok, Russia. 

The meeting was under the auspices of 
the United Hebrew Community, and the 
big synagogue, which holds about 3,000 
people, was crowded to the doors, and out- 
side there was as large a crowd, who 
could not get into the building. The meet- 
ing was preparatory to a larger one, to be 
held either in Madison Square Garden or 
Carnegie Hall, some day next week. 

The Rev. Joseph Silverman! of the Tem- 
ple Emanu-El was the chief speaker. 
“There have been 100,000—some 
200,000—Jews murdered in Russia,” 
said. ‘Our boasted modern civilization 

has been struck a terrible blow.”’ 

He read a telegram that President 
Roosevelt had sent to Jacob H. Schiff, 
and said: 

‘“ We must abide by the dictate of our 
own Chief Magistrate. If he thinks that 
the time is not ripe, then there shall be 
no diplomatic interference. But there is 
one thing that our country and our Con- 
gress can do, and that is to so amend the 
bill before Congress intending to regulate 
the immigration to this country that the 
bill will not apply against immigrants 
from Rvssia who flee to our shores as a 
rescue from these massacres.”

VOTES BETTER THAN STRIKES. 


Hearst Tells Labor Men They Should 
Enter Politics to Gain Ends. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—“I believe 
| that labor can better obtain its ends by 
entering into politics and making any rea- 
sonable demands of the people and of the 
Government as a National factor than by 
resorting to force, such as in calling 
strikes. By that I mean that labor can 
gain a great deal by entering the political 
arena,.”’ 

This was the opinion expressed by Rep- 
resentative William R. Hearst of New

The United States Government, through 
the Treasury Department, has decided to 
discover by means of a Federal court de-

A Boon for Balloonists. 
From The London Globe. 

A new method of preparing hydrogen, which 
should be of advantage in filling balloons for 
military purposes, has been explained to the 
French Academy by Prof. Molssan. The mate- 
rial used is a new chemical compound discov- 
éred by M. Joubert, and said to be a sort of 
hydrate of calcium, although its exact compo- 
@ition has not yet been revealed. It is pre- 
pared by thé action of metallic calcium on some 
metallic salt, and its commercial name is 
‘“‘hydrolithe,"’ that is, water stone. When 
water is added hydrogen is copiously evolved, 
one pound of the pure salt yielding 18% cubic 
feet of gas, and one pound of the commercial 
article rather more than 16 cubic feet. The 
smaller quantity of the material required to 
yield a given amount of gas constitutes the 
great advantage of ‘“‘hydrolithe’’ over the 
usual zinc and sulphuric acid. For while to 
fill a field balloon of 17,657 cubic feet capacity 
Some three tons of the latter, requiring thrée 
wagons and six horses for its carriage, are 
needed, one ton of hydrolithe, which can be 
conveyed In one two-horse wagon, will supply 
the same amount of gas.

To Get Rid of the Fly. 


Le Matin of Paris has offered a prize for the 
dest method of getting rid of house flies. The 
offer has drawn forth an essay entitled ‘‘ De- 
lenda Musca,’’ which professes to give a meth- 
od by which the pest may be destroyed. The 
remedy is not sought in fly papers or fly 
traps of any kind. The breeding places of the 
msect must be sought out and the evil dealt | 
with there. | 

The writer of the essay tried a mixture of | 
Soda and chloride of zinc, using 11 pounds oat 
25 cubic feet of material.. This was found 
effective, and is recommended for closed | 
tanks, but not for places where the polsonous | 
solution could drain away. Petroleum at the 
rate of about a quart to every eleven square 
feet of surface was also tried, but the effect 
was found not to be sufficiently lasting. Coal 
tar was found to give better results. Raw 
petroleum Lor raw schlet ofl—the residue in 
distillation—was found to give the best re- 
sults. About two quarts of this mixed with 
water were used for every twelve square feet 
of surface, This forms a stratum of oil in the 
drain or over the surface of the solid, which 
effectually prevents the development of the egg 
or grub. And this protective coat of ofl, it 
is further pointed out, facilitates the develep- 
ment of anaerobic bacteria, which liquity tne 
solids, and so render them unfit breeding places 


for files. }

In your editorial of June 16 on the 
packers’ amendment, you make the fol- 
lowing comment upon Mr. Roosevelt's op- 
position to the temper of the House: 


Taking it all tn all, the President will proba- 
bly have his way. He ought to have his way, 
for it is the right way. It was, Of course, fot 
within the contemplation of the founders of this 
Government that the Executive should by 
threats of veto or otherwise coerce the legis- 
iative department. But here is @ case where 


| the President has the whole country behind 
him, where he is attempting to persuade, to ; 
in May, and is always worse on Sundays | cverce if you please, the majority of thé House | 


of Representatives to do, not his will, but the 
people's will, 


And again: 

The President's energy and courage make 
him a pretty formidable adversary to tackle in 
a contest of this nature, where a million voices 
every day assure him that he has a united 
people at his back. 


Is there not something astounding in the 
spectacle of a nation which, having elect- 
ed several hundred individuals to repre- 
sent its interests in the national denb- 
erations, ig reduced in such a crisis as this 
to pinning its hope of succor from outrage 
to the power and will of a single man 
to frustrate the designs and veto the 
measures passed by these very representa- 
tives? What is your guarantee that this 
one man will always use this power in the 
real interests of the people? Moreover, 
granted that he do, that condition of 
things is both unwise and contemptible 
that foists upon a single individual, how- 
ever incorruptible in his judgment and 
heroic in opposing a formidable and un- 
scrupulous majority, an act which 
should be left to the discharge of every 
voter in these States. The demands made 
thereby on “ Presidential’? human nat- 
ure, even when placed in circumstances 
as favorable to independence as those 
that obtain for the present incumbent, 
are exorbitant; and it still remains to be 
seen whether in the present instance 
so tenuous a minority can prevail over 
so swollen a majority. 

In the case of Mr. Roosevelt's triumph, 
will you kindly point out how an honest 
scrutiny can distinguish a difference be- 
tween the public of America and that of 
Russia, which in the past has occasional- 
ly profited by the absolutism and hu- 
manity of its Czars? 

Will you also point out why, in a case 
such as the present, the people should be 
unable to use its ‘‘ million voices" in the 
thunder of a National referendum, whose 
sound might penetrate the fat organs of 
the beef packers more effectively than 
even the forcible utterances of a single 
strenuous man, with “the people behind 
him"? The place of the people here is 
not behind any one. If it is really incap- 
able of speaking as well as thinking in its 
own behalf on such domestic matters as 
pure food and reasonably cheap fuel, then 
let the schools and universities that sub- 
sist by public money see to it that they 
train citizens who can be, in their own 
persons, both wise and articulate.

Objection to the Rebuilding of Barren 
island Plant on the Old Lines, 


Te the Editor of The New York Times: 

To the many thousands who for years 
have been compelled to endure the offen- 
sive emanations from the garbage render- 
ing factories on Barren Island the recent 
destructive fire seemed like a retributive 
act of divine Providence. Within a ra- 
dius of ten miles, in such widely scattered 
communities as Canarsie and Lawrence, 
Manhattan Beach and Woodmere, Rock- 
away Park and Far Rockaway, the nau- 
seating odors accompanying the rendering 
of dead organic matter have for years, 
the wind being favorable, defiled the at- 
mosphere, and made life for the Summer 
residents of New York’s beautiful sea 
beaches anything but a pleasure. And 
scarcely have the smoldering embers 
cooled but we read the complaint of ** M." 
in THE Times that the beach at Arverne- 
by-the-Sea, one of the most beautiful 
seashore resorts on the Atlantic Coast, is 
littered with remnants of gafbage which 
for several days has been dumped at sea 
~ecause this is the only means the city 
now has of disposing of Its refuse. 

My object In writing 1s fo direct atten- 
tion to the vast importance to the city 
of this question of refuse disposal, and 
to emphasize most strongly the gross it- 
justice and wrong which has been inflict- 
éd on vast numbers of New York's citi- 
zens by the close contiguity of these nox- 
fous factories, which are in reality pri- 
vate undertakings, conducted for mone- 
tary profits, regardless of the rights of 
others. 

And, furthermore, in behalf of the many 
thousands who have heretofore suffered 
from these nuisances, I desire to register 
a protest against the rebuilding of these 
factories On Barren Island on the same 
lines. We appeal to Mayor McClellan, 
Controller Metz, and Commissioner Wood- 
bury to secure the appointment of a com- 
mission of experts to look info this ques- 
tion, to the end that method be devised 
for the complete, prompt, and sanitary 
disposal] of the garbage of this great city. 

While Mr. Ivins is sticking his probe 
into the sore spots in the body of the 
Street Cleaning Department, he might. 
with great advantage to the good name of 
the metropolis, lay bare the abuses cre- 
ated by this branch of the department. 

The refuse and offal of a great city 
must be disposed of; every one admits 
that.

Capt. Warr Tells Capt. Mahan the Two 
Ships Were on Their Proper Courses. 


Td the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has been called to an artt- 
cle in THs Timms of June 12 over the 
signature of Capt. A. T. Mahan, United 
States Navy, in which he states that 
‘“‘while returning from Europe on the 
German liner Barbarossa May 31, 8 A. M., 
we passed the Cunard steamship Campa- 
|nia bound east, being in about longitude 
| 30 degrees. The question, therefore, nat- 
urally arises why were two steamers 
laden with passengers following courses 
|; which might entail even a remote risk of 
| head-on collision? I have been under the 
j impression that the great companies pre- 
; Scribe for their vessels certain limits to 
|avoid such risks, and that the Barba- 
rossa was so governed is ‘nferable from 
the fact that after leaving the approaches 
}to the English Channel until reaching 
; those to New York no steamer was seen 
pursuing an opposite direction other than 
the Campania.” 

Capt. Mahan seems to be somewhat 
uncertain in regard to his longitude and 
makes no Allusion whatever to his lati- 
tude, and inferentially had no correct 
knowledge as to either ship's true post- 
tion. 

It is quite true that special routes are 
laid down for these ships—it is also true 
that these routes must cross each other 
at some point on the ocean, which is just 
what happened at the time and place 
where the Barbarossa and Campania met 
—as a matter of fact, neither ship was 
off her course, but right where she ought 
to have been. 

The Campania’'s position at the time of 
passing the Barbarossa was latitude 47.37 
north, longitude 20.0 west—the position 
where the extra southern east-bound 
track from New York crosses that of the 
southern west-bound track from the Eng- 
lish Channel is in longitude 30.00 west, 
and they run near each other for quite a 
distance, so that it is plain*to be seen that 
each ship was in its right position on the 
crossing tracks.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—An appeal

GIANT TRIES TO KISS 
THE PRESIDENT’S HAND 


Huge Russian Taken to the White 
House by Parson Davies, 


‘IS BAT MASTERSON’S FRIEND 


So There Is No Trouble Getting In— 
Mr. Roosevelt Reassures Him on 
Question of Another Term. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June  20.—President 
Roosevelt to-day gave an audience to 
Machnow, the Russian giant, but declined 
to let the nine-foot specimen of humanity 
kiss his hand. The giant compromised by 
addressing him as the “ King and Em- 
peror of All the Peoples of the World,” 
but as Mr. Roosevelt does not understand 
| Russian, he missed this, and the interpre- 
| ter was so rattled that he did not inter- 
pret it until after the audience. 

The visit to the President was brought 
about through two well-known sporting 
j men, Bat Masterson and Parson Davies, 
|prize fight promoter. Masterson wrote a 
| letter to the President, asking him to re- 
ceive the Pafson, and the Parson carried 
along the giant and his wife, the press 
agent for a New York theatrical manager, 
and a score of newspaper men. 

The Parson had immediate entrée at the 
White House. The various secretaries and

guards were not in evidence, and when the | 
President appeared in the room of Secre- | 


tary Loeb he stepped quickly to the Par- 
}son and warmly shook his hand. Then the 
Russian was introduced, trembling Hke a 
leaf. He was picturing his finish if he 
did anything objectionable to this new 
World Czar, and the thought made him 
shiver. Machnow tried to kiss the Presi- 
dent’s hand, but was headed off by the 
vigilant Parson. Mr. Roosevelt bent his 
head back to take a view of his towering 
visitor’s face, and then Backed away from 
the Russian, who, balked in his effort to 
kiss the President’s hand, seemed medil- 
tating some other demonstration of rever- 
ence. 

‘“‘Come in, Parson,” the President called 
to Davies, “it’s you I want to talk with.” 

The Parson went into the President's of- 
fice and official brsiness went by the 
board while the Executive talked of fight- 
ing with his visitor. Mr. Roosevelt was 
evidently very glad to see Davies, for he 

| put his arm over his shoulders and beamed 
upon him.

Dividend Declarations Help the Mar- 
ket—A Cut in Iron Prices. 


The main influences underlying yester- 
day's further rise in prices on the Stock 
Exchange were the fulfillment of earlier 
expectations in respect to an increase in 
the dividend upon Baltimore & Ohio com- 
mon stock, which now rests upon a 6 
per cent. basis, and the declaration of 
an initial dividend, at the rate of 5 per 
cent. per annum, upon the common shares 
of the American Locomotive Company. 
Locomotive stock itself failed to respond 
to the dividend declaration, largely for 
the reason that this step had been long 
looked for and therefore discounted, to 
; some extent, at least, after the Wall 
| Street fashion, but it reflects industrial 
| prosperity just as truly as the Baltimore 
|& Ohio dividend increase indicates the 
| strength of the general railroad position. 
In connection with the dividend declara- 
tion the Directors of the Baltimore & 
Ohio issued the yearly income statement, 
which shows a balance for dividends on 
the common stocks equal] to some 12 per 
cent, upon this issue, the balance itself 
exceeding the similar one of a year ago 
by 84,800,000.

Rumors That a Merger May Create a 
New Trust — Officers Say 
There’s No Quarrel. 


News of a break in prices of Southern | 
iron from 50 cents to $1 a ton, received | 


in trade circles yesterday, gave rise to 
many rumors affecting the hitherto 
amicable relations between the Sloss-Shef- 
field Steel and Iron Company on the one 
hand and the allied Republic Iron and 
Steel and Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
panies on the other. 

It was said that prices had been put 
down in an effort to force the stockhold- 
ers of the former company 
terms with the Republic-Tennessee inter- 
ests.

DRUG LIBEL CASE ON AGAIN. 


Two of the Demurrers Against the Ger 
man Company Are Upheld. 


Supreme Court Justice MacLean handed 
|down a decision yesterday in the suit of 
ithe Elberfeld Company, manufacturing 
| chemists of Germany, against The Drug- 
|} gists’ Circular, in which the company 
| seeks to recover $50,000 for alleged libel. 
|The decision sustains the demurrer to 
| two of the five causes of action and over- 
| rules the others. Permission is given to 
|}the defendant to answer. The defendant 





= | demurred to all five causes on the ground 


‘that each fails to state facts sufficient to 
| constitute a cause. 

The basis of the suit 
which appeared in the publication, say- 
ing that the plaintiff company had all 
the Government officials from the United 
States Senate down on the pay roll, but 
;adding that President Roosevelt’s name 
| was not there. This particular statement 
was used as the basis of the first cause 
of action. 

The trouble is the outcome of the raids 
|two years ago on New York druggists 
| who were alleged to be selling adulterated 
phenacetin. The company practically con- 
!trols the world’s output of this drug, but 
} sells it in Germany for at least one-fifth 
of what it costs in the United States. 


The druggists alleged that the raids were 
inspired by the company, and that im- 
stead of selling the adulterated product 
|; they sold the pure article manufactured 
by the company, but brought into this 
| coganey by way of Canada at a reduced 
price. 

Many of the specimens seized were de- 
eclared by Dr. Joseph A. Deghnée, then 
| chemist to the Board of Health, to be adul- 
terated. The druggists sought remedial 
legislation providing for an international 
uniform rate in the price of drugs. A 
bill was introduced in Congress, and its 
failure to become a law was followed by 
| the article in The Druggists’ Circular.

WILL GET 50 PER CENT. 


‘As Commission on New Premi- 
ums, as Heretofore. 


ALSO RETURNS ON RENEWALS 

|All Say That the New Plan, Made 

Under the Armstrong Law, Is 
Fair to All Concerned. 





After a series of conferences lasting for 

nearly two weeks, the Executive Commit- 
tee of the General Managers’ Association 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
has agreed with the executive officials of 
the company on a new commission scale 
| which will enable the Equitable to meet 
the requirements of the Armstrong Com- 
mittee’s legislation as regards the ex- 
penses of writing business. Equitable 
agents will get the 50 per cent. commis- 
|sion as a maximum on new premiums 
that the society has allowed them on 
most policies heretofore and will have the 
nine renewal commissions of 7% per cent. 
which the new law allows on all classes 
of policies except endowment policies run- 
ning fifteen years or less. 

The Armstrong Committee figured as a 

basis for its bill limiting the expenses of 
new business to the leadings of the first 
premiums plus the estimated mortality 
gains for the first five years, and the 
total expenses to the total leadings, that 
this would allow the companies-to pay 3 
per cent. commission on the first preml- 
ums. The committee held also that with 
the limitation of the first year’s commlis- 
sion, necessitated by its recommendations 
and renewals limited, the agency force of 
the companies would not be disrupted. 
This appears to be the case in the Equi- 
table, for after the decision was reached 
yesterday leading members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the managers and ex- 
ecutive officers of the company both de- 
clared the new arrangement fair and just 
to the agents, the company, and the pol- 
icy holders. 
Second Vice President Gage DB. Tarbell, 
| however, in announcing the new commis- 
sion basis, estimated that the effect 
would be to reduce the average return to 
the agency managers, estimated on a 
|commutation basis, from 20 to 25 per 
lcent. He said that he believed, however, 
that there would be compensating influ- 
ences, such as the abolition of rebating 
and improvement in character of busi- 
ness. In this the agents’ representatives 
agreed. 

The last meeting of the agents’ com- 
mittee with the Equitable officers was 
held on Tuesday. President Morton, Vice 
| President Day, and Second Vice President 
Tarbell spoke briefly, urging the agents 
to acc2pt the new scale of contracts and 
to get out and hustle for business. The 
agents said they would. One large agency 
manager in this city is sending out litera- 
ture now which contains some interesting 
verse.

The Directors of the Equitable, at an 
j}adjourned meeting yesterday, approved 
the amended charter providing for a

in favor of the adoption of the new char- 
ter, and none against. Although many of 
the Equitable’s Directors expressed their 
disapproval of the mutualization scheme 
when they met last, they approved the 
proposed change at that time on the 
ground that they had accepted election to 
office on a platform calling for the new 
charter. Copies of the new charter will 
be sent to the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance and the Attorney General to-day for 


their approval, and the Directors will hold 
j}another meeting at noon to-day to receive 
nominations from the Trustees of the 
Ryan stock for the twenty-eight places!

policy holders’ votes. 

It appears that the Trustees of Mr.

BINGHAM SAYS HE ALONE 
GAVE 2-PLATOON ORDER 


Mayor Had Nothing to Do with It, 
Commissioner Declares. 


McCLELLAN UPHOLDS HIM 


Says Gen. Bingham Was Driven to | 
Make the Change by the 
Need for More Men. 


Police Commisioner Bingham said yes- 
terday that he alone was responsible for 
the order’ which goes into effect this | 
morning abolishing the three platoon po-} 
lice patrol system and re-establishing two 
platoons. The Commissioner declared | 
that politics did not enter into the matter, | 
and that while he was sorry that the) 
patrolmen felt dissatisfied, he believed | 
the public would get better service under 
the two platoon system. He said he was 
also sorry that some of the newspapers | 
had put the blame on Mayor McClellan. | 
This was unfair, he said, as the Mayor) 
had nothing whatever to do with the | 
promulgation of the order. 

Mayor McClellan, when asked about it, | 
aid not want to discuss ths subject. 

‘*Il am no policeman,” said the Mayor, 
“and you'll have to talk to Gen. Bing- 
ham. I suppose he had to do something. | 
He told me he would have to return to the | 
two platoon system {f he could not get 
more men. I understand that he has ap-, 
plied to the Aldermen for money, and that 
his application has not been approved.” 

When the Mayor was told that Alder- 
man Davies, Chairman of the Aldermanic 
Finance Committee, said that it was im- 





possible for the Aldermen to give the |" 


$1,300,000 required for more policemen for 
New York, as it would leave too little for 
the other city departments, the Mayor 
said: 

“Well, Gen. Bingham said if he could 
not get some more men he would have to 
do something, and he has done it.” 

When the Mayor was asked whether 
there was any truth in the printed reports 
that Commissioner Bingham intended to 
resign, he said he knew nothing about it. 
Then he was told that one of the after- 
noon papers had quoted Gen. Bingham as 
having admitted that there was politics 
behind the two-platoon order, and the 
Mayor replied: 

“Gen. Bingham never said that poll- 
Gen. 
Bingham is a gentleman and a soldier.” 

When the Mayor was asked whether it 
was likely that there would be a change 
in the Police Commissionership, he an- 
swered: 

“I don’t know, but I think Gen. Bing- 
ham 1s a pretty good insurance risk.” 

Commissioner Bingham said at Police 
Headquarters that he had been consid- 
ering the change for a long time, and in 
the Spring had taken up the matter, but 
had laid it aside until recently when he 
found that more patrolmen would be 
needed for duty this Summer at the sea- 
side and other places, 

“The need for more men thfs Summer 
required instant action,” he said. ‘ But 
regardless of the extra number of men 
which the two-platoon system will give 
me, I am of the opinion that the two-pla- 
toon system is better for the men and 
better for the public."’ 

Chief Inspector Moses W. Cortright, who 
is one of the oldest members of the force, 
was at Headquarters yesterday, and ex- 
pressed himself as much pleased over the 
change to the old system of patrol. In- 
spector Cortright has always believed in 
tho two-platoon system, which gives the 
men a long and a short day’s work. He 
told Commissioner Bingham that it was 
the only system, with the present number 
of posts to cover, that would give the 
public a good service. Inspector Cortright 
quoted facts and figures to prove his ar- 
gument in favor of the two-platton system. 
He told Commissioner Bingham that not 
so very long ago, when the reserves were 
called from all the precincts south ot | 
Fifty-ninth Street to cover a fire, only} 
fifty-one men were available. 

“Just think of that,” Ne said. “ Only 
fifty-one men available between Fifty- } 
ninth Street and the Battery, when the 
reserves of all these downtown precincts 
were called out. That was a fair sample 
of the conditions existing under the three- 
platcon system. Why, one precinct down- 
town to-day under this three-platoon sys- 
tem, the Old Slip Station, can only turn 
out four men on reserve duty.” 

Another Inspector who was elated over | 
the change was Inspector Adam Cross of 
Brooklyn. He believes the patrolmen 
should be satisfied, no matter what patrol 
system its in force. 

Another high police official, who favors 
the two-platoon system, said the police 
were well paid for what work they did, 
and that they should be required to put
